At s o’clock Tuesday afternoon, a four 
horse team, belonging to Med Carter of 
Bethel took fright at the railway station 
acd started on » mad nm down Hartford 
street. V/htn opposite E- K, Day’s store, 
the rear, nigh horse fell, and was dragged 

Sirens CongTeaw street where the horses 
cats# to a partiaffhalt, in front of McDon- 
dd’s drug store, where they were seized by 
bystanders. The wagon was one of the 1 
Ibcg heavy dowel vehicles and the horses 
large and powerful and if the horse had 
cot fallen and impeded their progress, the 
amcant of damage; that would have resulted 
aa hardly be imagined. Although the 
horse was dragged several rods he was r.ot 
rart. The soft mad was his protectioft 
aacs braises.

tutp tho air and thrown nearly ft rod, 
hunting two somersanUa and landing ai 
I her right side. She is painfully and 
seriously injured, but not dangerously. 
Her hurts consist of a Sprained ankle, 
bruised left log and side and; an Injury 
. W the left ann that deprives it of the 
power of motion. Her right hip is also 
b«Wy bruised. There is a slight gash 
in the abdomen that is very anlnfuV 
and perhaps her most seriousin jury* Air* j 
Lawton is tin engineer in the Interna* 
ttonal Paper Co % mill, The couple live] 
on Granite street, Ridlonviilc. 

The Parti cnlars. 

Ain Knowlton, who is a milk dealer, 
left his team in front of the postofiice 
in Ridlonviilc, Tho horse was hitched 
with an ordinary iron weight. He be¬ 
came frightened at something and made 
a start for the toll bridge. Mis Idzr.io 
Houghton, who live* on Main street, 
Ridlonville, was on the corner as the 
horse turned to go onto the bridge. She 
with groat courage and pluck seized 
the animal by the bridle rein and strove 
valiantly to atop him. She did not re¬ 
lease her bold until thrown to tho 
ground In front ft£ the toll house. It 
is said that ft man was near by when 
the woman seized the horse, and watch 
efl her without attempting to aid, 

When tho frightened beast was. re¬ 
lieved of all restraint he dashed on to 
the bridge With the speed Of a railway 
train. Mr, and Mrs. Lawton were, about 
two-thirds the way across tho bridge, 
walking on the south side, approaching 
Ridlonviilc, 


1 Mr. Lawton Jays he sftw tho horse 
i when about fifty feet away and seizing 
; his Wife: drew her to the railing; upon 
■ which ha was attempting, to climb When 
the hub of the carriage wheel struck 
him, at the same time the wheel bit Mrs. 
Lawton said tossed her several feet in¬ 
to the air. She says that she dobs not 
remember anything from the time her 
husband caught hold of her and jSnd- 
lag. her iclf in a heap on, tho bridge. 
It la impossible to tell just how she 
was hit, but she must have gone through 
considerable banging «s the extent of 
her injuries shew ns weft’ as the strange 
fftet that her coat'Was ripped; entirely I 
front her body. A fur boa that she 
wore disappeared and it is supposed 
that it went into tho river. . 

That they were not even more seri¬ 
ously hurt is a ■wo n dor. The horse, ran 
across the bridge, and into the Lank 
Whore ho threw himself and was unable 
to get up. His right hind leg was 
Sprained, but Otherwise ha was do t hurt. 

Mr, Leon Small tho stable keeper, 
volunteered to take the injured couple 
to their home/ and they were soar be¬ 
ing cared for as well as neighbors 
could do if. \ - 

Air. Knowlton has since the accident 
given much of his time to assisting Mn 
and Mrs. Lawton and feels very badly 
ovi. the affair. 

The young conplo came to Rumford, 
from Lincoln, JL H. last April and un¬ 
til a week before thd accident had been 
boarding in tho park, having boon 
housekeeping just a week when the ac¬ 
cident occurred. 

Tho doctor says it will be throe 
months before Mrs. Lawton will be en¬ 
tirely recovered. The injury to Mr. 
Lawton is likely to lay him up for two 
or three weeks.

STOCK MARKET FAKE 


The reader of newspapers was 
confronted recently, every day for 
aweekormore with bigseareheafis 
telling of the panic in the mon¬ 
ey market, and the great slump in 
stocks. Not one in a thousant of 
the readers were in any way af¬ 
fected because of tbe panic, It 
is hot 4 matter of general public 
concern what goes On in'Wall 
afreet. The chief thing, is for 


every honest man to keep away 


from the place and keep his mon¬ 
ey away also. Wall street and 
all die chicanery that is practiced 
there bears no' relation to the le¬ 
gitimate business of the country, 
and if it and ail its affairs were 
wiped out of existence in a night 
and never heard of again the real 
business of the country would go 
on just the same as ever. 

If the common people of the 
country could be made to realize 
that it is on their earnings that 
the human sharks in the so-called 
Stock markets live, they could 
soon close up all the stock ex¬ 
changes, and oblige the para¬ 
sites who hive in them, to go to 
work at honest toil or undertake 
some form of gambling not pro¬ 
tected by law. 

The newspaper accounts of 
great fortunes made in a day in 
stocks has caused and will con¬ 
tinue to cause men and women 
with a few dollars saved up to 
venture it in hopes that they may 
be lucky. They arc playing 
against themselves. Beating 
themselves and their class. If 
there was not a dollar forth com¬ 
ing from the country people (who 
know nothing about the game and 
are so foolish as to think there is 
some way that they can honestly 
make one dollar earn them fifty 
in a day) the stock exchanges 
could not exist a mouth. If 
every newspaper and every 
preacher would publish and 
preach these facts until the peo¬ 
ple grasped the truth of them and 
acted accordingly the world 
would be rid of tbe most de 
moralising agency in it—the 
modem “stock market.’ 1 

We would not be understood as 
meaning that there is not an 
honest business done in stocks 
and securities. There |s and it 
can be done Just the same as all 
ordinary business is done, Just as 
we sell land and wood. If a man 
has a lot of land or several hun¬ 
dred cords of wood to sell he 
seeks a customer and sells the land 
or wood and it is taken possesion 
of by the buyer who sees what he 
is buying. He does not go to a 
broker and say “you put this land 
or wood on the market and get 
some one to bet a dollar on every 
square foot of land or every cord 
of wood bat the price will be 
iigtter tomorrow. If the price 
goes down make him put up the 
amount that it has fallen off ift 
price. .Ii lie fails to do so, inform 
him that his Investment has prov¬ 
en bad and keep the money lu 
has paid.” “It is for our Inter¬ 


est that the priStA goes down.” He 
does not do that but that is what 
•is done in the stock market, and 
the actual exchange of commodi¬ 
ties occurs so seldom that a real 
stock certificate is an unfamiliar 
sight to the most of those who 
think they are dealing in hem

chandise, and you will be safe, In 
no other way can you be,
